Two bridges were repaired 
at Star. A bridge was next built at 
the Burwi-k slough at Androw. This 
bridge is one hundred and twenty teet 
jong ana’as the timber bad to >e ts- 
ken out SP the bush at Andrew. it 
necessitated a great deat of oxtre 
labor.
